TWO U-BOATS SUNK 
AS THEY ATTACKED 
U. S. TRANSPORTS

London, 
Sept. 7 —Two 
German 
submarines that were pursuing two 
American transports which had be­ 
come separated from 
their convoy 
were sunk in the English 
channel 
by British and French destroyers just 
as it began to appear that the Amer­ 
ican troops were surely doomed. 
The transports were approaching 
the English coast when the U-boats 
appeared. 
Twelve of the ships head­ 
ed for safety and others which were 
cut off darted for a French port. The 
submarines and 
the convoying de­ 
stroyers were trailed half way across 
the, channel. 
A long string of empty 
transports were going 
outward on 
the return voyage to America, and 
the submarines were coming- up to 
attack them, but 
when 
two miles 
away the U-boat 
commander 
saw 
the other transports and darted off 


to attack 
them. 
One 
submarine 
submerged but came to the surface 
again about 1.000 
yards 
from the 
troop ships. 
The 
submarine 
was 
headed in the wrong direction for an 
attack and began to turn. 
A Brit­ 
ish warship dashed up and dropped 
a depth bomb which blew the sub­ 
marine completely out of the water. 
In the meantime a swift French de­ 
stroyer swept around the two Ameri­ 
can transports, putting down a smoke 
screen to bi<Sf, them from the Ger­ 
mans. 
As the French ship swung in 
line another Germdn submarine ap­ 
peared. 
The French 
destroyer let 
go another depth charge and the sub­ 
marine was destroyed. 
One of the vessels 
attacked is a 
large British freighter and the other 
was a French ship.
